The sugar beet is one of the most lucrative 
articles that a farmer can plant. 

This is one of the finest countries that can 
be found for sheep, and all we will want ix 
good shepherds to attend them, which I haye 
not the least doubt can be found amon 
some cf our Scotch and English friends. 

The bark in the kanyons, and the slhomack 
on the mountain sides are very good for tan. 
ning; they have been tried and found to be 
almost as strong as the eastern hemlock, (I 
mean the pine in the kanyons,) and as the 
shomack used inthe states. Why then should 
we import our leather, while we have hides 
reiting in our yards by the thousands? 

We have rags enough to keep a good pi- 
per mill in operation, by that means save an 
ehormous expense . 

If we should want cotten m the raw mate. 
rial, we will be able to procure it in a short 
time from Los Angelos; also the silk worm 
would ke one of the best articles for our breth 
renin the southern settlements to cultivate, 
and as Iron county is not 3500 nules from any 
of their settlements, if manufactories were 
put up in Iron county, where the machinery 
could be manufactured, we would have on 
cotton and silk gocds, by our own labor. 

We have in cur midst, smelters, founders, 
machinest of every hind, weavers, cottcn 
spinners and printers, tanners, sill weavers, 
bleachers, paper manufacturers,cutlers, &c, 
equal to any in the world. We can have 
our flax made into the finest hnen, equal ts 
the Irish; and what looks better than Jinen 
sheets, pants, coals for summer, &c. The 
hemp can be spun here into ropes justas 
well as it can 1000 miles erst of us 

We can just as well manufacture the finest 
cloths, blankets, ete. here, as to procure them 
in Great Britain, or the states; for aur wea 
vers are from thence, and are as good as any, 
19 that country 

Instead of paying 1568 for a cooking 
ste, and other articles of iron, in propor- 
tion; vecan get them here for much less, 
and uct have to pry cash down, but exchange 
cur prc duce for them. 

Now ta get this st stem adopted is what is 
wanted; [therefore humbly susgest thata 
society be established im tlus city, called the 
“Deseret Internal Improvement Socicty,” 
having a present, secretary, ond treasurer, 
tegether with meribers, who shall pay, say 
£2,530 per annum , weeh will cntitle him to 
have any article, the product or manufacture 
cf this state centered at a general feucy farer 
exhibition, tobe held once a year in Great 
Salt Lake city, atome time specified. The 
pres'dent, £c , to appoint judges who shall 
award prizes to the individual or indivduals 
who shal} present the best article of any lund 
at the cxbubitien 

Thet ths exhlition be held in a conven- 
rent place where every artele cin ke showa 
to good effect, and that each persen pays 
sum of, say 50 ecnts for admission, this eum 
to be apy repr‘ared for prizes, ete, .

aupply of goods, while the best mechanics in 

the world, (ntany of whom we have in our 

midst,) may workin the adobie yard, and 

eur neck under the yoke al the day long 

The suggestion Į am now going to make, 
may probably differ with many,and they may 
bring strong objections, but I will give my 
opinon for what it 1s worth, considering that 
Tam not a political character, (and therefore 
my suggesuon may not meet the political 
economy of the world,) neither do I wish to 
kaw any other politics than the most good 
for the whole of the people. I suggest that 
we have a protechve tax or tariff, that will so 
enable our home manufacturers to compete 
with foreign importation, and instead of tax- 
ing home manufacture or machinery of any 
kind, let there be a bounty awarded for all 
articles that will be made here. The tax on 
ported goods being the fund to draw on to 
pay the bounty 

I would suggest that a store be opened to 
scll and exchange produce, and goods manu- 
factured in this state, and that the sants a- 
gree to patronize the same. 

Then we will see the weavers fixing up 
their looms, the women their spinning 
wheels, the cufler will bring forth his kmves, 
the potter his carthern ware; the tanner his 
leather, the hatter his hats; the iron mines 
mil yield us every article we will wantin 
the shape of iron and steel, the sugar beet 
will furmsh us all the sweets of table hfe;— 
together with a thousand other articles 

Dacked with the sptrit of our God, we can 
accomplish every thing that I haye mention- 
ed, with ten thousand things more which 
will place us on a footing which befits the 
servants of God, viz- to be dependent of 
foreign manufacture : 

I hope to hear of every farmer sowmg m 
the spring sufficient flax for his and two other 

. Tamales 

And I hope that sheep will be hoarded as 
gold, and that mutton cannot be purchased 
ia the market - 

Wiat can ba better for a man who hasa 
large family, than for one to spin, another to 

-card wool, another to weave , another to 

kot, &¢ , (it is a fortune to any man,) thin 
the adorning of his household will be by the 
labor of their own hands 

I would like to hear of the shoemakers 
frming themselves into a society, (not to 
tuse prices for they are high enough at pres- 
ent for any honest man to pay,) to establish 
tanneries, not on joint stock prneiple, but 
for the purpose of aiding the tanner in get- 
ung Ins bark and shumack, forat 19 rather a 
had speculation for a man to lay out 1000$ 
m putting up vats, cte, and then not get 

x for Joye or moncy, if the shoemakers 
would agree to procure five cords of bark 
and 160 pounds shumack a year each man, 


it would be some temptation for tanners ae à

toys, etc , expend ıt on sheep, machinery, 
and carry out their good feclings for this 
people. and ın return they will recerve the 
blessings of the Lord and his people, and 
they wall reap a reward which will be as las- 
ting as the hills But I must forbear, as I 
have already taken up too much room, hoping 
that some more able person will take up this 
matte, and give us greater light, and as I 
am always open to conviction, any sugges- 
tion of mine that can be bettered, or others 
put in their place, I will be glad to bend and 
give way 

By the by, I was at a party a few diys a- 
go, and I felt glad to find that our brethren 
were profiting by my dream, as the tumblers 
shone as bright on the table,as the Lightin a 
young lady’s eyes when she meets her lover, 
and I assure you the spirit of God was 
there

Va letter from Elder George A Smith to 
President Young, has been mislaid, from

Yesterday I orgamzed the Iron county mi- 
hta inté four companies, one of horse, thirty- 
five in number, rank and file, ‘and two of in- 
fantry, ranking near the same m number, al- 
so an artillery company, twelve in number, 
forming the whole into a battalion, which is 
known by the name of the Iron battalion 

A copy ofthe report of the organization of 
the Iron county militia 

First battahon. George A Smith, major, 
John D Lee, adjutant, Almon L Fulmer, 
captam of first company; Thomas Smith, 
first heutenant, James Lews, second leu- 
tenant, Willam H Dame, first sergeant 

This is a company of mounted men, and 
consists of thirty-three men, rank and file 

James A Luttle, captain of second compr- 
ny, Elysh F Sheets, first lieutenant; John 
C Steel, second heutenant, Isaac N Good- 
ale, first sergeant 

This 13s a company of mflemen, and con- 
sists of thirty-three men, rank and file 

Edson Whipple, captain of third company; 
Elijah Elmer, first heutenant, Orson B Ad- 
ams, second heutenant, Samuel A Wooley, 
first sergeant ` 

Tlusıs a company of infantry, and num- 
bers thirty-three men, rank and file 

Jacob Ioffheims, captain of 4th company, 
James Lawson, first heutenant; Asa W Sa- 
bin, first sergeant i 

Thus is an artillery company, and consists 
of thirteen men

LETTER FROM GEORGE A. SMITH. 
Center creek Iron county, Jan 17, 1851 
To Hrs Exactryency, Brignam Young 
We arrived at this pomt on the 13th in 
stant, after rather a long journey; but this 
was manly aitnbutable to the fact that we 
had many cattle, that had been brought 
through by the merchants, and though they 
may have recinited some, yet they were not 
strong, and they also suffered from not being 
shod, for the road proved hard and slippery 
The snow, after leaving Petcetneet, was from 
three to twelveanches deep, though m some 
places it had drifted to the depth of three 
feet The cold was not very severe, Bll we 
arrived at the Sevier myer here the thermom- 
eter dropped to 16 degrees below zero. We 
also found very litle feed for our animals; 
and it took us one dıy in crossing the river 


Sa 


After crossing, the Indians crippled a yoke 
of oxen—one mortally. We pursued the In- 
dians and captured two of the thieves, one 
man, and a boy about twelve years old. An 
exchange was made satisfactorily, by taking 
the boy for the ox which was ciippled the 
boy is living with Bro Willam Empy, and 
seems perfectly contented. 

We found the ridges after crossing the 
Sevier, were hird and slippery, and our 
teams were cbliged to water themselves by 
licking snow between those long drives of 
about 27 miles cach. We crossed over tour 
ridges of mountams; and these, with a little 
labor, could be made quite passable, equally 
ao to any road of the same length in the 
States. We built a bridge over Salt creek, 
and would have bridged the Sevier, 1f we 
could hive fonnd timber: it was in good 
fording condition, though the southern bank 
was very slippery; the stream was not frozen 
ever. After crassing the two ridges south of 
the Sevier, we found ourselves in an exten- 
sive valley, called the Pouvan valley; as 
large, if nat larg ry than Utah 


There are several small creeks m tlus val- 
lay, about the size of Kinyon creek Corn 
creel: sinks and forms a large meadow. The 
grazing is extensive, the ringe very goad, 
plenty of cedarat hand, and the appearance 
of timber in the kanyons, aad on the maun- 
tains The soil has the appearance of being 
very good: itscemed to suit many farmers of 
our camp, who would hive been perfectly 
suiised to have remained at that pant. 


The pioneers last season could make no 
report, on the account of its being d'eply co- 
vered with snow; but it truly is a prospect for 
acolony not to be slighted If the Legisla- 
ture should orgamze Silver county, and send 
out a colony, if would sucseed better than 
Tron county. Though this is the place 
where the pioneers were blocked with snow, 
they found, seven miles below, plenty of feed 
for the:r animals, and found but little snow; 
not enough to cbstruet the cattle grazing — 
Upon Gorn creek, we found about two acres 
which had been farmed by the Indians—corn 
stalks which would have been creditable in 
Omo, andcobs, showing that the crop had ri- 
pened, also xme wheat heads, ofthis year’s 
growth f 

Beaver valley isa plessint valley, an 1 fiae-' 
ly located; the soil has the appearance of be- 
ine fine; at x chince there is about 6139 acres, 
and plenty of tater, plenty of wood, and 
from appearance r, (a3 we did not expl vre it,) 
there is p'enty a t mber.

We had the pleasure of having the compa- 
ny of Captain Hunt, who arnved with his 
company on the 14th inst., and tram him we 
learn thit you are appointed Governor of 
Utah Tercitory—I presume, highly recom- 
mended in the States; because they believe 
you would govern the country any how — 
Not wishing to be behind, we have proceeded 
to arganize Iron county. 

Captain Hunt recommends this point as 
the most favorable for our location, and was 
lughly pleised to meet us here. 

Our patatoes seemed to have suffered much 
from cold, but several bushels yet remain 
good. Silt ıs needed in camp, and if any 
pissing this way can and will bring some, 
they will find aready market 

Th weather, since our arrival, has been 
fine; but ttle snow in the valley, and that 
disappearing fast From the report of Bishop 
Lewis, we shall have fo make a road some 
fonr miles to ret to umber, before we com- 
mene? bu ld.ag, though this will be a short 
job for this camp. On our entire joumey, 
there has been no difficulty with man or beast, 
(except the Indian fuss,)—all has been peace 
and good feeling, and yet remain so. One of 
the men who gtarted with us, retmmed: he 
could not leave off swearing, and chose ta go 
where he conld exercise his liberty His 
nime is William Jones, a promising young 
man Bro Joseph Horn acted as our pilot, 
and his given entire satisfaction, beyond the 
expectation ofcamp, knowing he had only 
passed over the ground, and that covered with 
snow to considerable depth. 

Friday, there was a scene which transpired 
In, camp searce ever equalled. After a little 
consultation, after the given signal, the whole 
camp sat dawn to an elegant repast given to 
Bro. Huntand his company, who so unex- 
pectedly dropped down among us, greeting 
many of their old friends. You will teel as- 
sured that the happiest feclinea existed am- 
ong us. The dinner passed off with many 
expressions of happy feclines towards their 
friends, and you, and those who surround you, 
eme up in mny å burst of the hearts filled 
with love for thoir rulers, and the building up 
of the kingdom of God. i 

We have dyawn upa few petitions for the 
benefit, of this colony, which wall be pre- 
sented in due form 


If those who ara coming in the spring 
would bring us a few potatoes, they! would do 
us agreat favor; by this, fhe colony would be 
blessed. We shallrejcice greatly to hear of 
your intending to pay us a visit. at your earli- 
est leisure, and any favor, 12 shape of letters, 
will be glidly received, and read with pleas- 
urz. We must close, on the aceount of the 
liste of our brethren to be on their way.

protect lamself—forbidding him even to com- 
plain,—they who thas outrage humanity m 
one vase, and justify themselves by saying 
that the man is black, will not be very scru- 
pulous in employing the came means „even 
where whites are concerned

The land, contiguous to our settlement, 
proves, as fur as the opimons of our best far- 
mers go, t9 be ofthe first quality, with all the 
advantages of variety The fred for our cat- 
tle is abundant, and proves to be of a very nu- 
tntious quality Our cattleare raining very 
fast, ond truly our prospects are flattering, 
regarding the staple preducts of the earth — 
Our emp isan good health and spints we 
are progresving rapidly in beginning our set- 
tlement, and preparing for the opening spring 
The weathers fine, not a cloudy day since 
éur arnval- thermometer ranging 229 at 
sunrise, at noon 62°, at sunset 42° Er- 
ery day seems to develop the many comforts 
and convemencies in this valley, and we have 
oily to appreemte them, and turn them toa 
good account in bulding up ths kingdom — 
Many seem to like the villey better than 
when they came as they sce the size of the 
tinberin the Kanyons, the excellency of the 
firining land, they thinka man can hive, and 
ma few years enjoy the comforts of Ife I 
thnk so by being prudent, but a great por- 
ton of the valley is covered with sage of 
hrze size, rabbit and desert weed, some alka- 
lh, &e, some go d land nawithstand ng,— 


and J hope our labors will be crowned with a 
plentiful harvest 

Saturday, we raised a hberty pole, some 
sixty feet ın length, and dedicated ıt with our 
land, cattle, and ourselves, to the God of Is- 
rael, the God of hberty, who controls the des- 
times ofallmen Our council house 1s now 
gomg up, and soon our settlement will ase 
sume an appearance of comfort iM 

Some brethren have just come mh who 
have been exploring the Kanyon, and have 
discovered a species of hemlock, which pos- 
sesses properties fortanming they report that 
they saw to-day as much as would make 
twenty cords of bark I think there 1s suf- 
ficient to warrant the establishment of the 
tanning busmess

To the above we add an extract to Pres’t 
Young, of the same date — 

“We have opened and completed a first 
rate road up Centre creek kanyon, bull six 
bridges in a distance of four miles, which led 
us into the heart of the timber 

We have laid the foundation of a council 
house forty-five by twenty-two feet, with 
two recesses, twelve feet deep, and siiteen 
feet long each; to be built of hewn logs -o 
timbers, the most of which are already on 
the ground, andifthe Lord will, within two 
or three days the Lmlding will be up 

We have located and Jaid out a fort about 
halfa mile atant from the mouth of Centre 
creck kanyon, on the east side of the stream 
the plat ıs fifty-salrods square, which 1s di- 
vided into ninety-two lots, two rods wide, and 
four deep, then a street four rods wide, 
which separates the lots from the pubhe co- 
rell, whichis inthe centre, and contuns ten 
acres of ground, and in the south-cast corner 
of the gud corell, four reds square of ground 
isreserved for the liberty pale The same 
amount of ground is reserved im the south- 
east corner of the fort, for the counen house, 
so also on the n w.scurner, fourĘiods square 
are reserved for a bastion, to cominand the 
remaming two hnes of the fort. en the south 
and north lines are four pubhe gates 

The distance from the liberty pole to the 
lake, or mouth of Centre ereck,1s five miles '

1549, Professor John W. Webster murdered 
Dr. George Parkman, at Boston, Massachu- 
setts, maroom of, or connected with, the 
medical college, as has since appeared on tri- 
al, and by Webhster’s confession.

As EASY 
DEATH IS REPORTED BY A BROKYN NECK, af- 
ter the Rey. “Dr. Putnam, standing ia the 


door of the cell, had addressed the throne of 
grace, ın a brief and impressive manner, in- 
voking God's Holy Spirit to accept the re. 
pentance of the fellow being who was about 
to be sent into His presence, and beseeching 
thatit might be sincere. He also prayed 
that the hope of forgiveness which the pris. 
oner had been permitted to entertain, might 
be reahzed, and concluded his prayer by 
committing the prisoner to Almighty God, 
and beseeching that he might be numbered 
with the redeemed of the Lord ” 

While reading the above, we recollect it 15 
written ın the Saint's Bible, that the Savior 
taught his followers to pray to his “Farury 
in the wame of Jesus,” and net to Gop; 
Hory Spirit: also that “no murderer hath 
eternal hfe abiding in hm.” Query. hoy 
can a man be “numbered with the redeemed 
ofthe Lord,” who has not “eternal life abı 
ding in him?”

and pnests have a mind to hang them. | 

But what have priests to do with hanging 
Perhaps nothing directly: only to hear tk 
culprit say his prayers, or try to pray out o 
existence an unpardonable sm. The pre 
fession of hangman is nol very congemal t 
their feelings, but indirectly they may justly
